1° Place Award — Old Pine Tree by Evelyn Dunphy

The Vermont Community Foundation Alden and Mary Bryson Award for 
Traditional Landscape, Seascape or Cityscape Award-— Stormy Seas by

There is so much movement and great 
use of light and darks. Close up, it is almost abstract, but standing back, it is a stormy 
sea. Beautifully rendered painting!”
